ARRANGED 


THE CONDITIONS THE RIGHTS 


AND PRIVILEGES OF THE PONTIFE, 


Rome, Noy. 1. 
The following conditions were announced 
by the Italian Government upon taking 
possession of Rome: All the political au- 
thority of the Pope and the Holy Sev in 
Ttaly is abolished, and will remain so.- Tho 
Popo will be entirely free in the exercise of 
the ecclesiastical rights he now possesses 
as the supreme chief of Catholicism, and 
will enjoy all the honors and liberties 
which constitute his sovereign preroga- 
tives, He will dispose of and provide 
for his court as he has up to tho pre- 
sont time, A_ territorial immunity will 
be accorded the Holy See, so that freo 
andindependentit may at home, and abroad 
take care of the interests and exercise the 
authority of the Church. All Italian and 
foreign prelates, Cardinals, Bishops, spirit- 
ual bodies and ecclesiastical orders, will 
enjoy entire immunity at the place of re- 
sidence of the supreme head of the Church, 
whether summoned for council or for any 
other purpose. The Holy See will be able 
to communicate freely and indepondently 
at home and abroad with the powers of the 
clergy. Special, postal and telegraphic 
services will be placed wholly at its dis- 
posal. The representatives of foreign pow- 
ers at the Holy Seo will enjoy complete 
liberty, as at other sovereign courts. Tho 
Pope's legates and enyoys will be treated 


like ambassadors of foreign sovereigns. The 


The 
Pope shall have full liberty to 
travel at all times in and‘ out of 
the country. Italy will consider him as a 
foreign sovereign, arid he will be treated 
and honored as such throughout the King- 
dom. The appanage of His Holiness and 
his count, shall be furnish by Italy, who 
also assumes tho debts hitherto contracted 
by the Pontifical States. Por ‘the tran- 
quilty of the Catholic world, and the pow- 
ers, Italy is disposed to guarantee the liber- 
ty of the Church and the independencé of 
the Pope by sanctioning them in an inter- 
national treaty, By these concessions the 
Government wishes to prove to Europe that 
Italy respects the sovereignty of the Pope, 
conformably to the principles of a free 
church in a free state, 

During the last two days the Ambassador 
of Austria and the Minister of Holland and 
Portugal were received by his Holiness.

Again we are called upon to record the 
sudden death of an old and respected resi- 
dent of Ontario ; again we chronicle another 
victim seized by the turbid’ wators of our 
Grand River, and borne hence to be no 
more, With sorrow we write that at five 
o'clock of the afternoon of last Saturday 
the Rev. Thomas Lawson, Wesleyan Mo- 
thodist Missionary at the Grand River, was 
drowned. ‘The particulars of this lament- 
able accident are briefly these ; Mr, Law- 
son left his home on the south side of the 
river, distant some six miles from Brant- 
ford, on Saturday morning, for tho purpose 
of attending to somo business in this town. 
On his’ return home he reached the bank of 
the river facing his residence at the time 
abeve mentioned, and immediately conduct- 
od his saddle-horse to an old flat boat or 
scow used for transport “across the river. 
This scow or boat was propolled from bank 
to bank by means of an iron chain fastened 
to cither side of the river. The modus 
operandi of working this boat across the 
stream was by laying hold of this chain and 
hand after hand drawing its awkward pro- 
portions over, The reverend gentleman

Important Coxresronpence.—At the 
April session of the Nova Scotia Legislature 
an address to the Queen was passed, asking 
whether the British Government woslil 
congent to Canada becoming independent, 
and whether, in case the people of any one 
Province desire to separate from the Con- 
federation, objections to that course would bo 
interposed, Earl Kimberly, the secretary of 
state, afver noticing the unusual delay in 
the transmission of the address, replies that 
Hor Majesty's Government aro prepared to 
acquiesce in the independence of Canada, 
and in reference to tho other query, the 
secrotary says ; 

T have to state that Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment have no reason to doubt that the 
people of Canada are sinceroly desirous of 
maintaining unimpaired the existing con- 
dition with the rest of the empire, and they 
therefore think it unnecessary to enter into 
4 discussion as to what might be the policy 
of this country towards the Dominion if # 
different state of circumstances were to arise, 
But I may observe that while Her Majesty's 
Government have beon ready to assist and 
preserve & connection based upon the free 
will of the people of British North America, 
the Assembly cannot be ignorant of the 
lisadvantages to the country to interfere b 
force with the wishes of the colonies, With 
respect to the second question, I havo to 
observe that it is not within the logal pow- 
or of the Sovereign to dismember the Do- 
minion of Canada; and that Hor Mojosty

A New Jersey Tragedy. 
MURDER OF AN OZ%D MAN BY Is YOUNG 

WIFE—HER  SUICIDE—IMPLICATION 

HER SON. 

A fearful tragedy has been enacted in 
Montville Township, Morris County, New 
Jersey, Henry Miller, an old and respect- 
ed farmer of the village of Taylortown, of 
the above named township, went on Wed- 
nesday morning last to his work in the 
woods, taking with him as was his nsual 
custom, his dinner in fa small pail. While 
eating his dinner at noon, and shortly after 
he had swallowed fow mouthfuls, he be- 
came sick, and noticed a peculiar and un- 
pleasant taste in his food, he therefore gave 
the rest of itto his dog, which had accom- 
panied him, but before the animal had had 
time to devour it all, he too, was taken 
sick, and im less than five minutes he was 
dead. Mr. Miller obtained passing assis- 
tance and was carried home. On arriving

at his house Mra Miller, who is his second 
wife, and is still quite young, scemed to 
fecl much more sorrow over the death of 
the dog than at the§ dangerous condition 
of her husband. Mr. Miller lingered 
till the evening when died, 
Several of the medical men of the neigh:

the dog was opened. Traces of the arsenic 
in large quantities were at onco found, Tho 
woman, who all the time of the investiga- 
tion had been/an apparently uninterested 
spectator, was then observed to go to tho 
cupboard of the room and to take out a 
piece of broad and butter, which she ato. 
She was soon seized with fearful pains and 
spasms, and became insensible, Shoe died 
at twojo’sloclethe next morning.

Minontry Representation. ---Whilo the 
cities of New York State are cringing under 
the offort to work out aphilosophy based on 
universal suffrage, unwilling to admit its 
absolute failure, tho Hon. Charles R. Buck- 
alow, of Philadelphia, is laboring to increase 
the rights of the people through what is un- 
derstood as ‘‘minority representation. 
Tho idea had a British origin, and is no 
doubt conceived in right; but whether it 
would remedy the disabilities of your neigh- 
bors, is fairly entitled to consideration. 
The New York Tribune referring to the 
question illustrates it as follows : 

The Counties of Onondaga and St. Law- 
rence are each entitled to three Members of 
Assembly. Being strongly Republican, they 
send only Republicans to the Logislature, 
and their ton thousand Democratic voters 
aro not really represented at all, But, by 
the plan advocated by Mr. Buckalew, each 
ef these Counties would form an, Assembly 
district, and each voter therein would vote 
cither for three different persons to repre- 
sont that district in the, Assembly, or he 
would (if he chose) put two names on his 
ballot and cast 14 votes for each, or he 
would put but one name on his ballot, and 
give the candidate thus indicated three 
votes, 

Of course, the Democrats of those Coun- 
ties would nominate in each a single candi- 
date, give him three votes on each ballot, 
and thus secure his election, leaving the 
other two Assemblymen to be chosen by the 
Republicans, Thus, evéry voter would 
have a motivo for attending the poll, where- 
as the minority either stay away under our 
present system or attend in the unconfort- 
able consciousness that their votes will not

Heheard 
an order given to launch the boats, and also 
heard somebody saying, ‘There's a mighty 
big hole in the boat.” There were four boats 
lowered, He got into one of them, and 
along with him were ten or twelve steerage 
passengers, as well as two seamen. This 
boat was scarcely launched until she was 
capsized, When sho righted he managed to 
scramble in, but allhis companions had per- 
ished. He did not see the Cambria go 
down, as the waves carried his boat quickly 
away from her. When he recovered his 
senses, he notice some one lying in the bot- 
tom of the boat—a young woman, but she 
was dead, The boat, with the living and 
the dead, was carried along by the wayes 
all night, and at half-past two on the after- 
noon of Thursday---after drifting about in 
the storm for fourteen hours and ao half— 
was picked up in Lough Foyle, by Captain 
Gillespie, of the coal steamer Enterprise. 
The survivor of the Cambria was almost in- 
sensible, and had to be drawn on the deck 
of the Enterprise by a rope passed around 
his body. He lost all his money and effects, 
and was so much exhausted that he had to 
be placed in the hospital at Londonderry.

Explanation of the Phenomenon of 
the Indian Summer. 


This short, brilliant season, which, in 
this climate precedes the setting in of the 
winter, is capable of simple philosophical 
explanation, It is often warm, almost al- 
ways hazy with a reddish solar beam and 
very varying cloudiness. It nearly always 
follows afew weeks of weather prophetic 
of wild winter, and it always immediately 
ushers it in with c ld storms of hail, rain 
or snow, and then the weather is generally 
settled until spring. Its causes are these : 
About the last of August, ice begins to 
form along the coast of the Polar Ocean, 
and so proceeds by gradual steady conge- 
lation to the south, Now the reverse of 
the process is a thaw ; when ice becomes 
water it must imbibe or absorb heat, or it 
cannot thaw ; the heat thus absorbed is 
taken from the air, chilling that and re- 
tarding [the spring—so; on the contrary, 
when water freezes or becomes ice, it gives 
out the heat that keptit fluid, ard the air 
receives it, giving it unnatural warmth and 
affecting the clouds, &c,, formed in it, 

The process of giving out coleric, or heat 
proceeds from the Pole southwards, until 
it passes over Canada, and is lost in the 
Atlantic ocean. 

The hazy or peculiar condition of the 
atmosphere is occasioned by the ceaseless 
formation and dissipation of small vesicles 
of vapor meeting the yision in every direc- 
tion, 

The crust of the earth sharesin the de- 
scent of the temperature, while the freer air 
is subject to natural fluctuations, which re- 
store its balance and carry away its warmth, 
The ruby or strong red rays of the sun 
reach us greatlyrefracted, and the landscape 
stands mantled in the strange, hazy, beauti- 
ful effulgenco. 

The declining sun, unable to sustain the 
Indian summer, departs every moment 
more and more south, and sces the vigorous 
winter steadily approach bearing down all 
before it. Then the inhabitant hears the 
unmistakable roar of that blast whioh changes 
the green livery of summer for a mantle of 
snow. 

The only reason why the Indian summer 
is not known in Britainis the sea, Russia 
and Siberia haye their Indian summer as 
well as Canada, and as well defined too. The 
causes are the same, and so are the explana- 
tions. The time is coming when the Indian 
summer will not reach the latitude of Mon- 
treal, The clearing of the forests, andthe 
continual draining of the land, will utterly 
change our climate. By the labors of the 
American as well ng of our Canadian pio- 
neers that day will be hastened, and the 
last of this goneration will hardly have dis- | 
appeared when their children shall gather, 
in the county of Prescott, the roses of a 
bright March and of a tender April, Then 
tho glories of the Indian summer will have 
for ever sceased,—- Dominion Monthly.

The Troubles of the Pope 


On the night of the 18th ult., writes « 
Rome correspondent of the Pall Mall Ga- 
setle, the Holy Fathor had one of hia epi- 
leptic attacks, and Doctor Viale-Prela and 
anothor physician, were callod up at mid- 
night to attond him. The Union Cattolico, 
of Turin, publishes the following commu- 
nique: ‘It is not true that the Pope goes 
out of the Vatican : stiil less that he is no- 
gotiating a modus vivendi with the usurping 
government.” Don Margotto adds that he 
hastens ‘to kiss the hand which traced 
these lines,” whence the paragraph would 
appear to haye been penned by the Pope 
himself. 

The Holy Father, like most fallen poter- 
tates, has met with ingratitude among the 
adherents of his prosperity, Perhaps the 
worst case is that of the young Duke 
Braschi, grand-nephew of Pius VI. The 
Braschi family had come to complete ruin, 
when the Pope rescued them by his boun- 
ty, conferring pensions on the widowed 
Duchess and on the Duke, besides enrol- 
ling him in the Noble Guard. The Holy 
Father also bestowed a handsome marriage 
portion on the Duke's sister. Yet the 
Duke was, after the mombers of the Pro- 
visional Government, the first to tender 
his vote for annexation to Italy, while his 
mother sat in a carriage in the Plazza to 
signify her concurrence,

of peace. Some of us had hoped that peace 
international exhibitions, congresses, and 
the maxims of political eéonomy would have 
put anend to war, Others had 1.oped that 
at any rate missions and sermons and 
churches and schools would have evangelis- 
ed the world, turned swords into plough- 
shares, and introduced that millenium, 
that reign of Christ in the hearts of all men, 
which should usher in the final consniima- 
tion. 

Such a war damps those hopes. Let us 
feel no less zealous in all efforts to spread 
the gospel of peace and love... But let us 
also by these events be. led more to desire, 
pray for, andiexpect the coming of that 
Righteous One who will put a stop to am- 
bition, violence, tyranny and war, and who 
shall create New Heavens and a New Earth 
wherein dwelleth righteousness. ‘ Come 
quickly, even so come, Lord Jesus !" 

IV. And now there is a personal lesson. 

We feel that a certain craving for judg- 
ment on evil doing has ‘been in a degree 
satisfied. When the murderer of a single 
life is punished, we may be sorry even for 
the evil doer, but yet we feel a cortain 
sense of satisfaction that justice has over_ 
taken his crime. The Emperor did wrong. 
He was ambitious, he provoked the war, he 
is guilty of this wholesale butchery, this 
multiplication of murders, and we feel his 
capture, his sudden deposition and the con- 
tempt felt for him by the nation that had 
idolized him is a due retribution. 

Let us apply this to ourselves. Are not 
we transgressors 1= Have we not greviously 
and often fought against God? Have we 
not risen up against his just authority, and 
trampled his holy laws under foot? Have 
we not broken the peace and waged a war 
of unnatural, monstrous aggression? If 
He wero to meet us in arms should we not 
be overwhelmed? ‘If Thou Lord should~ 
est mark iniquity, O Lord, who should 
stand?” We learn our need of mercy. 
And ‘ There is forgivness with Theo, that 
Thou mayst be feared,” a 

How, in the present complication of af- 
fairs, peace may be concluded between the 
conflicting nations, we are unable to foresee, 
But there is no doubt respecting peace be- 
tween God and man. He has sent His Son 
as the Ambassador of Peace, a full pardon 
is offered for all our sins, and the procla- 
mation goes forth—"'Be ye reconciled to 
God.” Instead of being disgraced we are 
loaded with honours ; instead of being cap- 
tured we are set at liberty ; instead of being 
vanquished we are thus made ‘more than 
conquerors.” Let us accept this salvation ; 
and, even from those great judgments 
among the nations let us learn personal 
righteousness, and by faith in Josus, be at 
peace with God. 

V. Lastly: There is a lesson of righte- 
ousness which we should both learn and 
put in practico—to render help to the wound~ 
ed. 

There is great need, The rapid multi- 
plication of hospital cases surpasses any 
former experionce. The preparations for 
wounding have far outstripped those for 
healing, Notwithstanding the utmost dili- 
gonce by those who have nobly devoted

There was a remarkablo and magnificent 
display of Aurora Boroalis witnossed in 
many parts of England on the evening of 
the 29th ult. The auroral light illuminat- 
od a vast extent of the hoavons, reachin, 
from Aldeboran, on the coast, to Beebe 
Atair, in tho west. There wore two ro- 
markablo bands or streams of colored light. 
In one placo they were of a splondid deep 
blood-red, giving the heavons the appear- 
ance of a large conflagration, Falling stars 
wero occasionally noticed in these broad 
bands.

tho capacity of engineer, and that before 
the investment of the capital had been 
specially employed in constructing the un- 
derground telegraph between Paris and 
Tours, as well as that between Paris and 
Rouen, 

After having completed his undertaking 
he had been sent to Montereau, in order to 
superintend the service and to make some 
repairs there, and he had received from 
Gen, Trochu a letter apparently containing 
recommendations to thefauthorities of that 
town. 

But when he arrived there it was an- 
nounced to him that in consequence of his 
German origin (he was born at Presburg) 


the authorities were going to place him un- 
der surveillance for sometime, A few days 
afterwards the mayorgave him to understand 
that three mines had been constructed along 
the line of railway near Montereau, with 
the view of blowing up the Prussian troops 
if they arrived by train, and that he must 
connect the mines one with another by an 
electric battery. ‘“‘ My husband,” continued 
the lady, ‘‘refused to do that, pointing out 
that his mission was tc superintend the ex- 
isting wires, and not to lay down new ones. 
Thereupon he was ill-treated, cast into 
prison and no doubt is now in danger of 
death.” 

After the lady had sufficiently proved her 
indentity, Count Bismack had a conversa- 
tion with Baron Von Moltke, and three 
hours later a small expedition, consisting 
of a squadron of hussars, set out for Mon- 
tereau, and the most extraordinary precau- 
tions were taken.

Senator Trumbull Urges Canadian

[From a speech delivered in Chicago.)

Givo us posscssion of that and it will be an 
easy matter to open a communication that 
will soon bring to this outer harbor of Chi- 
cago the vossols from all tho nations of tho 
world.

DESERTIONS FROM THE 69TH REG.—FIGHT 
WifH THE MARINES. 


Quebec, Nov. 17. 
A very serious difficulty occarred yestor- 
day on board H. M. S. Orontes before leay- 
ing this port with the 69th Rogt. _ It seenrs 
that in consequence of several of the wives 
and families uf those soldiers who married 
without leave not being allowed to avcom- 
pany the regiment a large number of the 
soldiers mutinied, and refused to go on 
board the steamer. “All the particulars 
have not yet been made public, in conse- 
quence of the military authorities having 
exerted themselves to hush the matter up, 
but enough has leaked out to show that a 
sérious collision occurred between the sol- 
diers and the blue jackets; that cutlasses 
and bayonets were freely used, and that 
the soldiers were finally overpowered.

Havana, Nov. 12,

Tho 
Prussian vossol arrived on tho 7th,and soon | 
after the Frenchman entered.

‘The Meteor 
is of eighty horse power, three swivel guns 
and sixty men, The calibre of tho latter's 
guns is said to be superior and one of thom 
isa Krupp. The/Hernayn Cortes and the 
Spanish gunboat followed immediately in 
the wake of the Prus.an. The former had 
on board, in additio;, to the Captain Gon- 
eral, the Genoral of Marines, the Inton- 
dente General, their respective staffs and a 
large number of civil and military officers, 
As wo passed beyond the Morro Castle the 
Frenchman was not in sight, but at twenty- 
five minutes to two o'clock she was sighted 
about nine miles off. Tho weather was 
magnificent. Upon being sighted the Bou- 
vet was moving north east, but came down 
to meet her antagonist, wHich was moying 
directly toward her. The Prussians was to 
the windward as they approached. At 
fiftoén minutes after two, the vessels were 
two and a half miles, apart, and at twenty- 
five minutes past, the Frenchman changed 
his course to tho northwost, the othor 
steadily moving forward. Soon after, the 
Frenchman again changed his course, this 
time moving directly down, aud threw out 
his signal, indicating his readiness for 
the battle at half past two The Cortes 
was then five miles from the ‘‘Morro,” and 
the combatants some two miles further out, 
and a mile and a half apart. At thirty- 
three minutes past two the Frenchman fired 
the first shot, which fell short, followed 
by another with like result. The Prussian 
continued on his way, raising his battle 
flags. Tho “* Bouvett” fired twice again, 
with no result, when, as the vessels came

It soon became evident that the machmery 
of the latter was disabled, and, as if by 
magic, his sails spread out, and he started 
in the direction of the port. “The German, 
which was striving to get clear his decks 
and his screw, which had become entangled 
with the rigging, fired a few shots after him 
but they fell short. The Bouvet kept 
steadily toward tho entranco of tho har- 
bor, and at twenty-eight minutes past three 
the Cortes fired a gun, indicating that the 
fight could not proceed, as the Bouvet had 
ontered neutral waters, The Gen, of Ma- 
rines on the Cortes then signaled tho Span- 
ish gunboat to approach, and on her arrival 
directed him to state to the commander of 
the Bouvet that he was in neutral waters, 
and would not be allowed to take advantage 
ofit to repair damages and continue the 
fight, but if he entered port every attention 
would be offered him. At the same timo 
medical aid was sent, The Cortes then 
moved towards the Meteor, and within o 
short distance a boat was lowered and mod- 
ical aid was sont aboard, the General of 
Marines directing no official congratulations 
should be offered. 

Tho French vexsel enteréd the harbour 
towed by a tug-boat at about five o'clock, 
Inyestigation showed that the connecting | 
pipes of tho engine had been struck and fo | 
prevented its working.

ts London, Nov. 22. 

News has been received from Paris by 
balloon up to midnight of Monday. Tho 
city was entirely tranquil. Gustave Flou- 
rens, arrested for complicity in the riots of 
tho 3lst of October, was again at large. 
The supply of moat had been limited to 
fifty grammes daily. Horseflesh and vege- 
tables are still abundant. All unmarried 
men betweon the ages of 20 to 36 have been 
enrolled in the National Guard. The 
Gardes Mobile have been repulsed at Dreux 
and Chateau Neuf. They fled west and 
north-west. Some Landwehr, with two 
squadrons of the 59th Hussars, who were 
attacked by the French on the 19th, near 
Ohatillon, | withdrew to Chateau Vilan, 
with a loca of 120 mon and 70 horses. 

: London, Nov. 23. 

The reports of military movements in the 
North of France are quite encouraging for 
the French. It is reported that the Prus- 
sians besieging Montmedy and Merzier have 
suddenly gone towards the interior of 
France.

THE EUROPEAN WAR. 


MIDNIGHT REPORT. 


Tho Tribune's Paris correspondont sends 
despatches from the Sth up to the 19th. Tn 
that of the L1thho says ;—In my district 
no moat was distributed for four days, and 
in tho next district my frionds aro dining 
on cats, rats and guinea pigs. Tho number 
of deaths is 1,800 weekly, of which 380 aro 
from amall-pox, On the 18th Gen, Trochu 
announced to his friends that preparations 
for a sortie were noarly complete, but tho 
troops aro dros {fully demoralized, On the 
1th Favre published Gambatta’s dospatch 
announcing the recapture of Orleans, and 
in addition s\id; ‘We are soon going to 
join hand with our brethren of the depart- 
monts and with thom deliver the country,” 


Brussels, Noy. 23, 

The Independence Belge has dates from 

Paris to the 19th, by balloon, It is said 
an organization called the Civic Guard,com- 
posed mainly of foreigners, has been com- 
ploted in Paris, Many ofthe inhabitants 
have also been onrolled. This body ox- 
ecutes the ordera of the Government, dis- 
tributes rations to the citizens, &c., The 
morale of the people is excellent. 

For twodays tho Prusssians had beon 
firing on the engineers at work in front of 
Fort Ivry, and Forts Vanvres and Issy re- 
turned tho fire, ~ : 


7 Brussels, Noy. 23. 
The World's special says :—A balloon 
letter from Paris, dated Monday, says the 

French re-occupied Creteil on the Mth 

inst. A circular from Trochu to the 

Journal Officiel states that an armistice was 
on the point of being concluded on honor- 
able terms when the riot of tho Slat in- 
spired Bismarck with confidence that in- 
ternal dissensions would compel an uncon- 
ditional surrender. He announces a rig- 
orous and decisive action without fixing 
the date, and invites the population to ral- 
ly around the standard of the Republic and 
resist to the end. : 

London, Noy. 23. 

The World's Paris correspondence of the 
18th says all thoughts of summoning the 
Constituent Assembly have been aban- 
doned. 

St. Cloud is only partially bnrned. The 
scene all round the city is expressibly deso- 
late. The Government yesterday accepted 
from the makers 300 rifle breech-loading 
cannon, the range of which is 8,000 yards. 
Our first line of defence, 1,500 yards from 
the Prussian outposts, consists of impregna- 
ble intrenchments constructed on the road 
beyond Villejuif. Within the past few days 
one hundred and fifteen mitrailleuses have 
been received from private makers, and 
heavy navy guns, made here, haye been 
placed on the works beyond Villejuif. 

On the 13th inst., the sharpshooters in 
Gen, Trochu's army made a reconnaissance 
from Paris as faras Champigny. At that 
point as large body of Prussians was encoun- 
tered. Aftera sharp action the Prussians 
were dislodged, and the stores collected 
there destroyed. The Parisians returned

Sho wont off, threatening with 
lively menaces the sister whose duty it was 
to distribute the milk among the poor. 
Next day sho came back at the ordinary 
time, and seemed angrier even than before, 
shouting, ‘I must pay off thatnun !" On 
tho third day she contrived to insinuate 
herself—perhaps not too gontly—into the 
passage that leads into the kitchen of tho 
Sisters, and then, snatching a flesh-knifo

Wrecks on the British Coast. 


(From the London Advertiser.) 

“The Annual Wreck Register,” publish- 
edby the British Government, has juat been 
issued for the year 1869. 
this authority that during the last year 
400,000 vessels, having an aggregate mea- 
surement of seventy million tons, entered 
and cleared from the ports of Great Britain, 
during the same year, 2.594 ships, having a 
measurment of 637,605 tons, employing 
22,579 hands, were shipwrecked or damag- 
ed on the British coast. Of these ship- 
wrecks 2,114 were attended by the loss of 
nine hundred and thirty-three lives, while 
five thousand one hundred lives were saved 
by the National Life Boat Association and 
similar organizations. 


It appears from the ‘Annual Wreck 
Register” that the annual number of ship- 
wrecks on the British coust has been con- 
stantly increasing since 1859, 
the number was about 800, and it has 
steadily increased to 2,594 last year. The 
most fatal months are from September to 
March, and December is the most fatal 
month of all, there having been in Decem- 
ber, 1869, no less tlian 306 shipwrecks, or 
ten each day.

He gave the College 
an invitation to present an address in their 
own name, Mr. Robinson was a member 
ot that Committee, and did not raise his 
voice against it, Another objection was, 
that he would not speak to a man when he 
methim. He said when he met aman that 
he had jnothing to say to, he passed on; 
he did not care about taking that man’s 
time up or losing his own, He generally 
had something to think about, and he 
thought other people were the same ; it 
was a peculiarity he had, If all that peo- 
ple wanted for Mayor was aman that would 
shake hands, laugh and joke with them, 
it was all right. It was also said that when 
the Cemetery was talked of some years 
ago, he wished to get a certain piece of 
land owned by his partner for a Cemetery. 
What had been done lately? They had 
dilly-dallied until the thing was about 
dropped. That Cemetery matter was put 
on him at that time to make him unpopu- 
lar. After the thing fell through, people 
went around and said, it was his 
fault that it failed ; it was he that wished 
to get Mr, Bell's property purchased, He 
then read proceedings of the Council show- 
ing that Mr. Robertson proposed the pur- 
chase of Mr, Bell's land. He said again that 
he only claimed the seat on the ground of 
serviec, They said he made a good 
Finance Minister, and that as he had done 
so much good in that capacity, he ought to 
stay another year. One year of that was 
enough for him. If his actions had heen 
right, Mr. Robertson must have been 
wrong, as on every question that was of 
vital interest to the town, Mr. Robertson 
voted against him. He would take a few 
of the most important, The first one was 
the question of Back Taxes. That was a 
bugbear, that when done away with was to 
make them all rich, It would have 
been better if the whole thing had 
been burned up; it would have 
been a great saving to the town. 
It was necessary they should be advertised 
—the law said in one paper—but Mr. 
Robertson, in opposition to him, had voted 
to print in the two local papers. The whole 
expense amounted to over $2,400 and as yet 
there has not been $200 collected. He 
(Mr. Holden) had voted to have it publish- 
ed in but one paper, but his opinion was 
overruled. Every day persons came to him 
with receipts for their back taxes, which 
had been paid, and he would take this op- 
portunity of saying to such, that the 
Council would be obliged to all those hold- 
ing receipts for back taxes to bring them 
forward, as at some future time there may 
be something done in reference to them. 
Mr. Robertson had said that the expense of 
advertising would not come out of the town, 
but out of the unfortunates who were in 
arrears. The unfortunates appeared to all 
hold receipts, and the town turned out to 
be the unfortunate. 


Another important matter was the mar- 
ket. When the market was put up for 
sale, he said that they would always be 
troubled with parties asking to be released 
from their dues. Mr. Mackie got the 
market, and the end of the year petitioned 
the Council for $250, which he claimed he 
had lost. The request was granted, Mr. 
Robertson voting for it. He voted against 
it on the ground that it would be a bad 
precident. The previous year Mr, 
Phillips petitioned the Council for some re- 
mittance, but it was refused, and each year 
since it has been the same.

People also came to him and told 
him that he had to spend money to be 
elected; that the fother party had got 
up a subscription list, and had $1,000 
subscribed, For his part, if they raised 
$20,000 it would make no difference, If 
he could not get elected without spending 
money in treating the electors, and holding 
meetings in saloons, he did not wish for 
the office. He would not insult the people 
of the town of Belleville by thinking that 
they could be bought up for a few dollars. 
He would look upon the office  pro- 
cured by such means a degradation. 
(Loud cheers.) He then advised his friends 
not to believe reports that would be circu- 
lated about his retiring ; they could rest 
assured that up to the hour of 5 o'clock on 
the day of the election they would find him 
a candidate. He thanked the audience for 
the patient hearing they had given him, 
and hoped they would give the other gen- 
tlemen an equal hearing.
